Articles From President Woodruff 


and Governor Thomas—Will Be erf 


Great Benefit to the Territory. 


NE\Y YORK, October 14.—The Inde- 


pendent will publish to-morrow articles 
received by telegraph from President 
Woodruff, oi the Mormon church, and 
Governor Thomas of Utah, concerning 
the action of the Mormon conference on 
October Oth, forbidding polygamy. Presi- 
dent Woodruff says: "The action of 
congress is conclusive, and the church 
has no disposition to violate the laws of 
state or government.

-jlieve that never again will polygamy 
floiirich on American soil. This is the 
most important event that has occurred 
in the Mormon church £or years, and 
they believe it will result in materially 
advancing the interests and prosperity 
of the territory.

A Disastrous Prairie Fire. 


FARGO, N. D., October 14.—F. 8. San- 


berhill, ono of the railroad commission- 
ers of North Dakota, resides at Antelope, 
west of the Missouri river.

cook was busy cleaning up. 
Under 


Sheriff Collier was in the jail ollice, as 
waa also oue of the deputies. None of 
the officers were in the watchman's room 
in the rear of the office, from which doors 
lead into the jail portion proper, and 
also into the kitchen on the other side. 
Between the cells in the jail proper is a 
sort of corridor, in which the prisoners 
lemain in the daytime. 
Out of this an 


iron-grated door leads to a second corri- 
dor, from which a second iron door leads 
by a pair of steps to the watchman's or 
jailer's room. 


These two doora (ho murderer had in 


some way opened, and there being no 
one in the juiler'a room, lie quickly made 
hi* way to the kitchen, passed the Mon- 
pclUii' cook, and quickly reached the 
ground outside. 


Another Chinese, who waa in the yard, 


it seemSj at about the same moment, got 
into the buggy and drove away. As soon 
as Mr. Collier got the story from, the cook 
he started arouud the building and heard 
the buggy story. 


Two or three deputies started out to 


find the buggy, and Mr. Collier was 
about to do likewise, when the Chinese 
cook came running around attain, and 
was BO excited that all he could say waa 
''water closet." 


Then the sheriff looked around there 


aud found the fugitive heathen, crouched 
close behind the door, and so excited 
that he could hardly speak. 


The method of the escape could not 


easily be found until a common house- 
key waa picked up which had been filed 
down, and upon trial waa found to open 
the rather poor lucks upon the two doors. 


Tho two kitchen (loora were open 


while the cook was cleaning up, and 
there being 110 watchman and no one to 
see save the frightened cook, the escape 
was easy. 


A REI-L-BLICAN reporter viaifed the jail 


and found that deputy sheriffs were as 
uumeious aa mosquitoes. The watch- 
room was full of them, and the recap- 
tured Chinese was ia a separate cell 
with an Oregon boot upon his ankle that 
would weigh down a considerable heavier 
man. 


Ah Gee Young was trying to sleep, but 


when aroused aud questioned by the re- 
porter as to how he liked escaping, he 
replied, "No care a dlam."

ever since he attempted to escape sev- 
eral weeks ago v.-ith the negro, "Mars," 
who has since been sent to San Quentin, 
but It was refused.

CEENCHAJL HELKNAP 


Found Dead in Hi* Office In the 


CUr of WavbluKton. 


WASHINGTON. October 13.—General W. 


W. Belknap, secretary of war during 
Grant's first term, waa found dead in bed 
tbia morning. It ia believed that his 
death occurred between 1 and 9 o'clock 
Sunday morning. Prom John W. C«tn- 
eron, General Belknap's business asso- 
ciate, it was learned that for some time 
it haa been the general's habit to meet a 
few friends at the home of Dr. Hill, who 
lives less than a gquaie away, for a RO- 
cial frame o! carda. Ou Saturday night 
he was with them an naual, ami remained 
until nearly midnight, when lie returned 
to hia apartmenta in the Evans building, 
at 1420 .New York avenue, and, presuma- 
bly, he retired immediately. He waa 
never again seen alive. About 8:30 this 
morning Cameron arrived tit the build- 
ing and proceeded to the second floor, 
where their olfices and geucral apart- 
meutB are located. 


The servant girl who keeps the rooms 
apped at the door and inquired if Gen- 
eral Belknap was out ot town, saying 
that ahc had several times since Sunday 
morning tried the doors but found thorn 
locked. TUe door was then forced open. 
The body was found lying partly uncov- 
ered in bed, the left arm was bentrigidly 
toward the head and left hand tightly 
clenched as though death came while be 
was in convulsions. The bedclothes were 
iomewbat disarranged, as if there had 
jeen a struggle for breath. A physician 
was summoned, who, after a brief ex- 
amination, expressed the opinion that 
death had resulted from a stroke of apo- 
ilery. The coroner soon afterward ar- 
rived and took the body in charge. An 
autopsy disclosed the fact that the im- 
mediate cause of bia death was inflam- 
mation of the inuer HninR of the heart. 
Mrs. Belknap, who was in New York, 
was summoned by telegraph, ami also 
.beGeneral'BBon, Hugh, from Chicago. 


For some years Belknap haa been an 


almost constant sufferer from gout. In 
"ebrusrv he had so severe an attack 
buthe hardly left his room for threa 
nonths or more. During that time he 
OBt in flesh between thirty and forty 
Kjunde. Since then he has been in poor 
lealth. In consequence of hia long ill- 
nesa his business has suffered and thia 
worried him at times. 


As soon as the death of Rolknap was 


mown at the war department, Acting 
Secretary Grant ordered the flag on the 
juildiug at half mast in hon ir of the ex- 
ecretary, and gave ordersthatthe build- 
ng be draped in black for the nustomnry 
ieriod.

BLACK BREASTED RED OA3IES.

Seeding Winter \Ylieat. 


American Cultivator gives advice aa 


follows in regard to seeding -svinte 
wheat: 


Tho time for wheat sowing should b 


carefully considered. Moat farmers ar 
too ranch hurried, thinking that a larg 
growth ia -what is mainly needed to ei 
able thfl plant to withstand the winte 
and spring freezing and thawing, j 
heavy top for wheat is all right, provide 
it ia grown under tho proper condition 
of cool and moist air and soil. Wliea 
is not a hot weather plant. It love 
moisture, especially in early stages of i 
growth. Seed sown while the soil 
parched with snmmer heats cannot uiak 
the right kind of growth to stand tl 
winter. It is better to wait 
nnt 


October for the rain than to sow in 
dry time earlier than this. 


In dry soil the seed is sure to be CCA 


ered too deeply, and the plant -will los 
part of its vigor before tbe germ ra 
tho surface. If hot weather follows, a 
it is apt to do with very early sowing 
the wheat spirea upward and tho roc 
grows downward. What is wanted 
cool, wet weather to beat the leaves bac 
to the soil as soon as they come above i 
This causes the plant to spread horizoi 
tally, and the roots naturally grow i 
the same direction. Another most in 
portant point in wheat seeding is to l:re 
manure as much as possible near the su 
face or on it.

"After he was recaptured," Raul Mr. 


C-ollyer, we stripped him and searched 
mm thoroiiKhly. I look down bis queue 
and unraveled it. Later he was again 
examined, given an entire change of 
clothing and placed in the cell for con- 
demned prisoners, in which he had never 
been, and which waa thoroughly exam- 
ined and cleaned out previous to his be- 
ing placed therein. 
We found nothing

After be waa examined we 


put a watch on him.

with him when he took the opium." 


Mr. Collyer further said that at Ihia 


lime they are a little short of help, the 
court being in Beeaion, engnged in the 
trial of en important cause. The regular 
jailer was not on duty in tbo jail having 
charge of lhe jury in tbe Slillman case. 


On the morning when Mr. Welch got 


word from the supreme court relative to 
its nction on the Yung's case, he tele- 
phoned me, saying that the Chinaman 
would be hanged and that we should be 
very careful tLat he did not make way 
with himself. I answered him at once 
and naked him to request the supervisors 
to give us a death watch.

THE TWELVE JUKOBS SECUBED. 


-TLe Opening Statement Hade by 


District Attorney Topper—No 


Opening by the Defense. 


The aeeonl day *? the trial of J. L. 
^ 
Stillman, for the murder of John IX 
Fifike, closed at 4:30 Tuesday even- 
ing, with eight men in the jury-box. 
The n&t result of the day's efforts was 
one juror, and it seemed to be a pretty 
good day for jorora, too. 


The prisoner was within the bar at the 


appointed hour, appearing in all respects 
as he did the day previous, except thnt 
ho was onca or twice consulted by his 
atiornf-vs. 
Judge Campbell was on bia judicial 


throaa at the appointed hour and 
promptly caused the wheels of justice to 
move. 


Judge Cainpb&H ia almost the ideal 


judge in appearanca. Holding thectiase 
before him well in hand, he rules 
promptly and naturally and with a man- 
ner that dues not chill aud freeze the 
unfortunate before him, but that assured 
him that justice in this court will be 
tempered with mercy if there should bs 
extenuating circumstances. 


The conduct of tho case thua far 1ms 


been inarktd by the utmost courtesy be- 
tween the contending counsel, and there 
haa been an apparent effort to get the 
very best of timber for tho jury. In this 
eiibrt both sides vied with each other. 


District Attorney Tupper still repre- 


sents the people alone, and Messrs. 
•Hinds and Ryan the prisoner. 


The examinations have been close and 


vigorous, the result of which is given in 
detail below. 


A feature.of the day's ex ami nations 


wiis the fact that the counsellor the peo- 
• pie was compelled to challenge quite a 
number o[ persons called as jurpra, who 
• declared that they had lixed opinions on 
tho cflBe prejudicial to the prisoner. The 
defence passed the jurors and pretended 
to be anxious to have these men on the 
Jury and when the jurors were excuned 
• by the court they tiled exceptions. A 
number of those excused were classed as 
sporting men or gamblers, and the gen- 
eral impression seemed to be that Air. 
Tupper knew what he was doing. 


W. H. Kennedy wan the tirst juror ex- 


amined. 
He was opposed to capital 


punishment! and was excused. 


W. J.-Cftldwetl, the next juror, knew 


Fiske,-but not intimately, lie was ex- 
cused because he had a fixed bias as to 
guilt or innocence of the prisoner. 


Dr. W. II. Hall made application to be 


excused on physical grounds and was ex- 
cused for the term. 


Taylor Elam wa3 then examined and 


accepted, having no objection to hang- 
ing people for murder, no prejudice 
acainat the defense of insanity and not 
beioR biased. 


S. Wates had heard of Fiske's death, 


but didn't believe that he remembered 
who had killed him. He said some one 
bad told liini that the man who rlid tho 
shooting was cranky and that he was 
talked into tho shootin™ by some people. 
He didn't take much atock in emotional 
insanity, but on a square case of insan- 
ity he would weigh reliable evidence.

•lake. Witness was only about sixteen 
eet from the BcnfTle when it began. Th 
wo fought into the middle of the street 
ne with the cane and tbe other with hi 
iats. It took abont a minute or a mm 
ite and a half before they got into th 
middle of tho street. Before they reaches 
he middle of the street Fiske waa using 
be cane, with tbe top end in his hand. 
Vben they reached the car track the 
wo separated a little, and Flake reversed 
lia cane and drew it back to strike with 
he heavy end. At tbat time Stillman 
went for bia gun and Fiske turned to run. 
iis story of the shooting tallied with 
bat of tbe other witnesses in tbe case. 
He had helped to take Fieke to the drug 
tore, and did not notice Etillman'a ar- 
rest. 


W. J. Jenkins waa next called and 


aworn. Waa standing on the north side 
of Maripoaa street with bis bank to the 
middle of tbe street. He heard a noise 
and turned to see what it wai and saw 
he two men fighting near the middle of 
the Btreet. Noticed tbat one of ihe men 
was Fieke and tbat he bad a cane, which 
ie was using. Neither was striking 
effective blows, but finally Flake suc- 
ceeded in hitting tbe other fellow on the 
cheek, and ae Stillman atagpered bark 
Fiake started to run and Stillman pulled 
Is revolver and fired. 
On croas-examination witness stated 


that Fiake did not have tbe CRUR in hia 
ight hand at all, bnt turned to ran just 
as tie struck atillman. Tbe defense 
proved that Jenkins was an employe of 
Fiske'a and still was employed by the 
estate. 


Am Hays, of tbe Grand Central cigar 


stand, testified very much the same as 
did Mr. Berry, who was standing with 
him during the scuffle and shooting. 


In reply to Mr. Hinds' qneetiona, he 


stated that three blows were struck— 
two by Stillman and one by Fiske—be- 
fore tho cane was ueed. 
After they 


reached the middle of the street they 
pushed each other back a bit. Fiske 
lifted his cane in the air and Stillman 
went for hit, gnn. Hia testimony about 
tbe running fire waa the same as that ol 
others, and nothing new waa developed.

Christian Temperance Union, and iu 
Pennsylvania the women of the non- 
partisan, spirit were hard at work and 
well organized under tbe name of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Evan- 
gelical Alliance. The trouble which led to 
;be split at Chicago waa not of midden 
ippOtirance. It bad been brewing for 
Sve or six veara and many had ceased to 
work with'the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union because of politics. The 
!ong-time-at;o agitation in the union ou 
the woman's suffrage platform was one 
of the planks which started tbe trouble. 
There are lots of women who don't want 
to vote and a great many especially iu 
the eaat who believe it would be detri- 
mental to them. 1 have Kted in Wyom- 
ing and have voted and it didn't hurt me 
a bit, butit'a solooliab that I waa dis- 
gusted with it. Yoirjust vote a ticket 
gome man gives you and that's all. 


"The disaffection was so great in Ohio 


that the non-partisan union was formed 
in Chicago, it wae known tbat tbe Iowa 
women would withdraw aa aoon as the 
non-partiEan revolution was tabled and 
that was done in a very dramatic man- 
ner. As aoon aa they went away, they 
were joined by women' from- Ohio, Penn- 
lylvania, New York and other places, 
md it was determined to form a "Na- 
tional." Tbe convention was called in 
Cleveland, and we are. now organized in 
Maine, "Vermont, Manaachuaetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa 
and Colorado, besides having separate 
unions in every state andlterritory. They 
gave me the title of National Organizer 
because they thought I wanted 
more 


authority. I do uot eiuecb to organize 
much because 1 am out to get acquainted 
and secure the help of tho ministers. 
Our union works in tbe church. Has 
to almost entirely. The older union, be- 
ing political, can work witb the Prohibi- 
tion party, but we do not. The minis- 
ters have been uniformally kind, and we 
will bo well received in the state. Our 
Oakland society is already large. I have 
jiiBt finished organizing a union at Wild 
Flower, and soon wilt reorganize them 
at Delano, East Los Angeles aud Ban 
Diego. 
"We prosper well in every state. "We 


ato getting in younger women and a new 
set of women.wbo did not take part with 
the old union. 
We have a social 


Christian society without politics, and 
we feel sure that it will be- only a few 
years before we outnumber the old 


"Did not the third party plan tend to 


alienate the co-oper*tiou and sympa- 
thies of many Republicans and Demo- 
crats who are really frienda of temper- 
ance?" 
"Certainly it did. Now ia the laat 


three or four years thft Christian En- 
deavor society baa grown to number 
tiOO.OOO. TbeW. C.T. U. had juatannh 
a growth aa tbat until it went into poli- 
tico in 1882. Since then it haa fallen 
back, and now in sixteen yesra numbers 
hut 200,000 women, and one non-parti- 
B<W union haa grown to over one-fourth 
that size in a few months " 


'•Will the two societies ever get to- 


gether again?" 


"Not unless the leaders all die off rap- 


idly and I don't want them to for some 
time. Tbe other society has a great 
many who will never quit endorsing the 
third party particularly, and we have 
many who know that the particular en- 
dorsement of any party is detrimental to 
tbe interests of temperance."

br the government tj own the railroads, 
;hs neic step that would be easy would 
be to assert that all the coal mines 
mould be opera fed by the government, 
jecauoe the railroads are vast consum- 
ers of coal and coal mines are found to be 
an almost necessary part of the railroad 
company's plant. If the government in 
o control- poal rainea for itsslf it might 
also control them for the public aud sell 
coal at cost. If it ia best for the country 
o mine its own coal, it wonkl be beat 
also for it to mine its own iron and cut 
ta own wood, ruake its own ateel rails 
and its own paint for its cars. 


"When you get that far in your argu- 


ment yon have pretty near leached na- 
ionaham. When the government haa 
all of these millions of men working for 
t, would it not he wc-11 for the gov- 
Tnment to see a little bit that thoae mil- 
ions are well fed and well clothed at 
reasonable price, say cost of production. 
When tbe government haa gone only 
that far Nationalism baa triumphed." 


He did not believe that Nationalism 


waa a delusion nor .too far in advance of 
he time. He was certain that there 
would soon bean upheaval aod it wai 
ikely to come quickly and when once 
started the whole scheme of nationalism 
would go through. 


He next spoke- nf his challenge to 


Stephen M. White to debate the issue of 
nationalism. The orator had refused be- 
cause he was busy. The speaker there- 
ore turned to the people and desired by 
discussing the problems with them to

substituted.

the plaintiff, under the general rule. 


The contract to enlarge tbe canal an 


repair it by fluming, and to maintain 
ior the benefit of the city in part,entare 
iuto by and between A. M. Clark, pres 
dent of the city council, and E. B. Pe 
rin, president of tbe Fresno canal an 
irrigation company, for a term of fiv 
years from October 9, 1SSS, was place 
in evidence. 


It waa admitted tbat the canal an 


mill ditch companies have been aaaesse 
regularly each year by the city author 
ties and have paid their taxes. 


BUILDER OF TOE CAKAL. 


M. J. Church was then called an 


testified to all tbe facts connected wit 
the conatrnction of the ditch. He super 
intended the building of the canal 
1375 to 1879. Ue ceased to be sole owne 
in 1877. The coat of conducting wha 
is known as the mill ditch was abou 
$80,000. It gets the water from Fanche 
creek, and flows vreet ol tbe city. Com 
pany applied for franchise to board o 
supervisors to build r^nal through Fresn 
street, but never obtained one by ord 
nance. There was no official actio 
taken in the matter. 
Permission wa 


granted from the fact that it was don 
under a full knowledge of tbe memben 
of the board. Threats were made b 
outsiders. Have "been in open and 
toriouB possession of right of way to ru 
the water tbrouRb this ditch since 18S( 
The ditch haa been covered in some place 
bat since the first of last Jane it ha 
been considered an open cana!. 


The objections' to all questions wer 


overruled under the agreement, bnt th 
defense were endeavoring to secure ev 
dence that there was an acquiescence o 
the part of the people of the town an 
the authorities to bring the ditch throng 
the town, in order to prevent and avoi 
an order of estoppel. 
• The ditch was built in conjunction 
with the railroad, long before the cit 
waa incorporated. The railroad .peopl 
owned the ground. They induced m 
to build it, and gave me a block of lots 
Had water in the-town long before th 
mill was huilt. Railroad company pai 
me |30,000 to bring the water in. I c'om 
menced buildinc canal in 1674. 


There were parties who owned lots on 
Fresno street who obj euted to the mill 
ditch during the past three or four years 
They said it caused an overflow am 
filled their cellars with water. I be 
lieve the .canal ban been a benefit in cat 
rying off the overflow of water. One ob- 
ject of tbe ditch was to take up the over 
flow from i'aneher creek. 


The city has been using the water o 


the ditch for irrigating trees, sprinkling 
streets, for sewerage and for the fire de- 
partment. The county used the water 
to irrigate trees in the courtyard by dig- 
ging a ditch from tbe main canal near 
the mill. 
I had trouble with tho city trustees 


in putting in a flume. 
When the ditct 


was flamed it widened the bottom and 
made the top about one foot narrower. 
It is air feet deep, and about eleven feet 
wide. Have beeu offered money to build 
bridges across the ditch. The city au- 
thorities have notified me namerona 
times to keep tbe ditch in repair. 


On November 6,1889, the canal com- 


pany were licensed by the city to run the 
ditch within (be city limits and keep it 
in repairs. The company always claimed 
the right to control tbe canal. I think 
there is ample room on both sides of tbe 
canal for wagons, as tbe street ie 100 feet 
wide, including sidewalks. 


Croei-examination—The flume means 


the board casing of the ditch. Have al- 
ways repaired breaks. Wagons have 
never broken through on street cross* 
Ings. Canal waa covered over BO that 
the whole street could be ased. When it 
began to fail guards were put up cover- 
ing the canal. Teams had broken 
through several times. Canal is about 
BIX feet deep. 
The defendants brought into court all 


the deodo and covenants in tbe convey- 
ance of property from tho contract and 
finance committee to Charles Crocker, 
and irom Crocker to tbo ditch and irri- 
gation company and tbe city, from the 
recorder's office and offered them in evi- 
dence. 


W. H. IngallH, secretary of the Fresno 


Canal and Irrigation Company, was 
called, but tbe prosecution objected, and 
the judge ruled that all evidence affect- 
ing the canal outside the city limits be 
excluded. He testified tbat tbe expense 
for repairs 
within the city limita 


amounted to about $15,000 during the 
time of tbe existence of the cabal. 


Lorenzo Church testified tbat he had 


been the immediate superintendent of 
the ditch for two years, and had built 
the guards to the canal under tbe diiec- 
tion of the city superintendent of streets, 
-*nd that no wagons had broken through 
at street crossings. 


On crow-examination he said be could 


not remember the date Mr. Cammings 
had spoken to him about guarding tbe 
ditch. He wanted me to put in the 
poets, and how and why they should bn 
(rot in. I don't think I had any instruc- 
tiotiB from the compauy U> put in posta, 
but I consulted the secretary. I bad no 
understanding with Mr. Co minings as to 
when the poets were to be taken down.

Have known teams to 
break through crossings. 


This closed the evidence in tt:e case, 


and aa there was not time to hear the 
arguments, the eoart suggested that, in 
view of the (act that counsel desired to 
prvaent authorities jtml that other im- 
portant casea were set for trial to-day, 
that argument be postponed until O 
ber 24th, which was agreed to.

The case wherein The Fresno National 


Hank, The First National Bank, The 
Farmers' Bank and tho Loan ami Sav- 
ings Hank, all or tho city of Fresno, 
jointly and severally, brought HU action 
against B. A. Hawkins, county superin- 
tendent of ecbcola, to recover certain 
amounts aggregating $1275.20, fraudu- 
lently obtained through the purchase by 
them of certain school warrants, came 
up before Judjfft Uarris, in department 
2 of the superior court, Saturday morn- 
ing, upon demurrer by defendant Hawk- 
ins, and, after argument* the demurrer 
waa sustained. 


The co-i Untifld set forth that W. R. 


Bibby waa the lawfully and legally ap- 
pointed deputy and agent of the eaid 
county superintendent of schools. 


That the established custom for years, 


with the above named banks, was to buy 
school warrants after the same had bean 
duly filed in the office of the superinten- 
dent "of schools. 


That the plaintiQa purchaeed at the 


special instance and request of defend- 
ant, by hia eaid deputy, certain school 
warrants, amounting in the aggregate to 
$1275.20, which warrants were purchased 
solely upon the faith and credit of the 
endorBementa thereon by the defendant. 


riaintitFd believe that all the endorse- 


ments, except as to filings, were forged 
by the said agent and deputy, as has 
since been determined. 


The complaint*, although jointly made, 


are set forth severally as to amounts, 
and are of the same tenor. The amounts 
of the said warrants to each bank are as 
follows : 


Fresno National Bank, $325 ; First Na- 


tional Bank,

action. 


Upon this demurrer the court rules i 


favor of the defendant, and if the banks 
beiug iiinoceut purchasers, want redress 
they must go to the Supreme Court fo 
that commodity.

STIMl TRIAL 


The Slayer of Fiske Before 


the Courts of Justice. 


SEVEN JUttORS ALREADY CHOSEN. 


A Special Veutre of Fifty Jurors Or- 


dered by Judge Campbell— 


Kiskc's Brother in Court. 


Joseph L. Stillman, who ehot and 


killed John D. Fiske, on the public 
Btroeta of Fresno on July 2Wh last, was 
put on trial for hia life before Judge 
Campbell Monday morning. 


The trial had been Bet for some time, 


and the result was a well-Oiled court- 
room, maiy of those present being, how- 
ever, witnesses and jurora called for the 
case. 


The defendant was present within the 


bar, and seemed quite unconcerned. He 
was neatly dressed, cleanly shaven and 
wore a white Bhirt, without a collar. 
Throughout the progress of the eelection 
of a jury ho failed to show any sign of 
interest, was never consulted by hie 
counsel, and offered no suggestions. 


Mre. Fiakedid not appear in court, 


but S. II. Fiake, a brother of the de- 
ceased, waa present, and exhibited an 
interest in the trial. 


District Attorney Tuppar appeared 


alone for the people, while S. J. tlimle 
and Thomas P. Ryan took care of the in- 
terests of the defendant. 


The entire day, until 4 o'clock, was 


consumed in the effort to secure a jury. 
Tbo panel of forty names was exhausted, 
only seven jurora being eecured. A spe-

th«n ordered by Judge Campbell. 


Bolh the prosecution and the defense 


inquired very closely into the qualifica- 
tions of the jurors and few were found 
acceptable, many of those summoned 
being able to read the papers and others 
having formed opinions as to the guilt or 
innocence of the prisoner. Others were 
prejudiced against the insanity theory o! 
detente and a few believed that a man 
who killed another should be punished for 
it.The examination developed tho fact 
that the dtjfenee will be equare-iooted in- 
sanity, of a chronic character. The emo- 
tional theory of mania will probably not 
be attempted, but an effort will undoubt- 
edly ba made to show that the prisoner 
is now and has been for a long time in an 
irresponsible condition. There was also 
an intimation that self-defense may be 
attempted. 


Whether or not an effort wil. be made 


to establish the idea that Fiske was 
killed through the efforts of a con- 
spiracy, who used the prisoner as a tool, 
has not transpired. Neither Bide gave 
any sign of such a purpose in the ex- 
amination of jurors, thuutth there have

A Curioui Ubntrj. 


In 18U7 a rich collector of stamps, 


coins, eggs, woods, etc., presented the 
lo\vu museum at Cassel, Germany, with 
one of the moat remarkable sot o? books 
known to the bibliomaniac or botanist— 
ti library of 500 volumes, each a book 
made of a different kind of wood. The 
book of each volume is formed . of the 
bark of a tree, the Bides of the wood in 
its mature stato, tho top of the wood as 
taken when young, and the bottom of 
the same wood after it hna been dried 
and seasoned. When opened the hook 
is found to be without leaves, bos 
shaped, irontdining the flower, seed, 
fruit and leaf of the tree of which the 
hoi book is made. Australia is said to 


e over 1,000 species of trees large 


enongh to work up into books after the 
fashion of those in the Cas?el museum. 


At tho time of the Melbourne colonial 


exposition of ISfiO uCol. Clamp exhibited 
a large collection of woods made into 
books, each alphabetically lur-iuged, and 
labeled with both the. common and tha 
scientific name of tho species of wood 
from which the dainty little wooden 
volumes were fasuiosed. The collectioa 
was gotten up to show the wonderful 
possibilities of Australian forestry. Tak- 
ing advantage of the woeden library at 
Cassel and tlio commendablo efforts of 
CoL Clomp, tho antipodean wood col- 
lector, Russia employed a cabinetmaker 
during the entire winter of 1877-78 »t 
making u library of Russian woods, 
which were classified and arranged for 
the Russian exhibit at the Paris exposi- 
tion of the year last named. As with 
the Cassel library, this Russian wood 
collection showed tho wood, in its several 
growths, as well as fruit, leaves und 
seeds, cither natural or imitated in was.

Greater maturity before harvesting is 
now favored than was formerly thought 
desirable.

But in Kunsns, where intense heat and 
other climatic peculiarities husten the 
ripening of the crop, it is advised that 
harvesting "should not bo delayed after 
the com is in the early dough state." 


It is now thought better to put both 


stalks irnd ears in the silo than to use the 
stalks alone. Tliu whole is cut into small 
pieces, ami a man is kept in the silo while 
it 13 being filled to attend to its close 
packing. There is no general agreement 
among experimenters in regard to the 
necessity of heavily weighting tho con- 
tents of the silo. 
In Kansas a layer of 


tarred paper, covered eighteen mchea 
deep with green gr:.ss, has been found as 
effectual as weighting heavily withrocks. 
Exclusion of the air seems more impor- 
tant than pi ling on weights.

TVliy Tull Planting Is Unpopular. 


Mr. G. F, Meissner, of Missouri, in 


remarks made at the recent convention 
of American nurserymen, expressed the 
opinion that the too early delivery of 
nursery stock iu tho autumn had much 
to do with fall planting coming into dis- 
repute. He said that in recent years the 
prnctico of contracting to deliver this 
stock very early iu tho fall has become 
so prevalent that tho youilff trees are 
often dug for fall planting before the 
wood has fully ripened. They are torn 
from tho gronnd whilo tho young root- 
lets are Btill :it work, and tho leaves aro 
stripped from them white they are still 
busy digesting tho sap, and of course 
thev aro in no condition to emliirn tho 
winter. 


Of course planting which may be sea- 


sonable in Ohio is not RO in Tennessee, 
and there ia a great difference in the 
quality of trees in this respect. For ex- 
ample, a currant bush or cherry tree 
can bo dug and shipped when a wild 
goose pi tun would be mined.

For in- 
stance, tate a L-ertain article produced 
both in this country and in foreign coun- 
triM. Cheap labor in the latter would 
enable foreign countries to place this 
product in the American maiket at such 
a low price that would make it almost, 
if not quite, impossible to produce it 
here. A wiaely modified tariff protects, 
therefore, the farmer, the vineyarditt, the 
miner, the dairyman, tlie manufacturer, 
and almost every American producer. 
The following comparisons will show 
how fully CaUfornia ia protected fine 
beneOted under tbe new law; 


The tariff on horeee and mules has 


been raised from 20 per cent to $30 per 
head; horaes valued at more than $150 
ft head, from 20 to 30 per cent; cattle over 
one year old, ralaed from 23 per cent to

herewith. It has been a work of grea! 
labor, requiring an erpert knowledge of 
tbe tariff. The first figures in each case 
are those of the McKinley bill; the last 
those of tbe law in force since the revis- 
ion of 1883.

stances has been from ad valorem to 
specific, it will be seen that per cent is ir 
many cases only used in the figures of 
the old law.
